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Peres: No progress 
in NPT talks 


ISRAEL and Egypt failed to 
make substantial progress on 
their dispute over the Nuclear 
Non-Proliferation Treaty 
(NPT). despite yesterday's 
meeting between Foreign 
Minister Shimon Peres and 
President Hosni Mubarak. 
Peres also met with Foreign 
Minister Amr Moussa. 

Peres and Moussa told a 
joint press conference there 
had been no progress on the 
basic issues, although there 
was agreement on some 
points. 

A planned second meeting 
with Mubarak, to have taken 
place in the event of progress 
in the Peres-Moussa meeting, 
was canceled. 

The two countries sti]! disagree 
on whether there should be a 
Strict timetable that would com- 
mit Israel to sign the NPT after a 
comprehensive peace in the re- 
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gion that would include fran. Is- 
raeli officials said. 

According to sources, Peres 
suggested to Mubarak that Israel 
would be willing to express “in- 
tent” to sign the NPT an unspeci- 
fied period after peace is reached 


with ajl Arab countries and Iran, 

Egypt, however, was not satis- 
fied with general intent, but 
wants a commitment to a strict 
timetable. should there be re- 
Bional peace. 

Egyptian officiais also made it 
clear to Peres they want Israel to 
agree to immediately discuss a

THE head of the General Securi- 
ty Service yesterday sent an angry 
letter to Attorney-General Mi- 
chael Ben-Yair denying allega- 
tions the GSS alerted defendants 
in the Aryeh Deri trial that the 
police were wiretapping their 
phones. 

Qn Wednesday, the Deri trial 
heard a tape, recorded in 1991 by 
chief prosecution witness Ya‘a- 
cov Shmuelevitz. suggesting that 
GSS agents had told Deri the po- 
lice were tapping his phone. On 
the tape, defendant Moshe Wein- 
berg told Shmuelevitz he knew 
his phone was being tapped. 

Asked how he knew, he said: 
“Very siniple. Because [the re- 
quests for wiret aps] go through 
the GSS, and we have connec- 
tions with all kinds of people in 
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the GSS." 

The GSS head called on Ben- 
Yair to thoroughly investigate 
the allegations, including the 
GSS if necessary. He stressed 
that the GSS did not leak the 
wiretaps and he indirectly pro- 
posed a probe into whether the 
police manipulated facts. 

He also demanded the police 
be investigated for failing to 
probe the leak. The tape con- 
tained information on GSS oper- 
ating methods, the GSS director 
wrote in his letter. 

“In the faped evidence, Wein- 
berg listed the location aad num- 
ber of bugs, the names of those 
listening, telephone numbers, 
and other details. He also

A-Tur community council leadership quits 


ARAB community groups in 
eastern Jerusalem, set up over 
the past decade in a delicate εἴν 
fort by City Hall to encourage 
Arab participation in city affairs, 
appear on the verge of breaking 


up, 

The leadership of the A-Tur 
community council, the oldest in 
eastern Jerusalem, resigned re- 
cently. Beit Hanina’s council 
head is threatening to resign, and 
the Issawiya committee is consid- 
ering disbanding. 

The local leaders charged Jeru- 
salem Mayor Ehud Olmert with 
not keeping his promises of fund- 
ing to improve local conditions. 

The leaders said Olmert's re- 
cent closing of the Office of Arab 
Affairs at City Hall, which had 
dealt with their problems, was 
the latest sign the city is not seri- 
ous about helping them.

But since then he bas not kept 
any of his promises to help,” said 
Issawiya committee head Dar- 
wish Darwish. 

Darwish said that since the fir- 
ing of acting Arab affairs adviser 
Avi Melamed and the closing of 
his department, Arab residents of 
the village and elsewhere in east- 
em Jerusalem have had difficul- 
ties dealing with City Hall. 

“We tried to contact the water 
department about some problems 
we were having, but nobody 
wanted to talk to us,’ Darwish 
said.

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Petitioner in wiretap case 
accused of illegal bugging

SECURITY company owner Da- 
vid Spector, who has petitioned 
the High Coun of Justice τὸ halt 
the wansfer of prosecution evi-~ 
dence to accused wiretappers 
Rafi Friedan and Ya‘acov Tsur, 
performed illegal wiretaps him- 
self, according 10 depositions giv- 
en the court yesterday. 

According to the swom deposi- 
tions, filed by Friedan through 
his lawyer, Moti Katz, Spector, 
together with another private in- 
vestigator, illegally bugged the 
phone of Gershon Zelkind, the 
director of Elco. The bugging 
equipment was set up in Spector's 
back yard, the statement said. 

Spector. who gave a great deal 
of information to police about 
Friedan and Tsur, had asked that 
his statements not be transferred, 
because they contained profes- 
sional information about clients. 

Spector filed his petition fol- 


fowing 3 similar one by State At- 
torney Dorit Beinish, who 
claimed that transferring afl pros- 
ecution evidence io Friedan and 
Tsur would interfere with ongo- 
ing police investigations imo ille- 
gal wiretapping. 

In his petition, Spector accuses 
Katz, who was acting on behalf of 
Ma‘ariv, of offering him $70,000 
to uncover information incrimi- 
nating Yediot Aharenat in illegal 
wiretapping. 

But Friedan claimed yesterday 
that Spector, who is employed by 
Yedior and Ha’aret to safeguard 
information there, is not entitled 
to petition the High Court, since 
he is not a party fo the investiga- 
tion and be himself was ques- 
tioned under caution. 

“To the best of our knowledge 
the petitioner [Spector] is not in 


charge of the police investigation 
nor does he have a reason to pre- 
vent its disruption,’” read the 
deposition. 

In response to Beinish’s peti- 
tion, Friedan declared that mast 
of the 40 charges against him re- 
late to the bugging of cellular 
phones and faxes, which have 
never been classified as criminal. 

Other offenses, said Friedan, 
were not commited by him, and 
in order to prepare his defense it 
is essential that he have access to 
ail the prosecution evidence. 

Yedior publisher Amon Mozes 
was alsa questioned under cau- 
tion and is a prosecution witness 
in the trial against Friedan and 
Tsur, but his statements were not 
transferred to the defendants. 

“Some of the wiretapping of- 
fenses that Arnon is suspected of 
are the same as those 1 was 
charged with,” wrote Friedan. 


Vehicle electronic tracking system 
expected to reduce car thefts 


THERE is finally hope for Israelis 
who shudder at the thought of their 
cars being stolen: an electronic sys- 
tem that will Jocate a car anywhere 
in the country. Commnnications 
Minister Shulamit Aloni yesterday 
presented the first license for such a 
service to Cartrack Lid. Licenses to 
other companies will follow. 

"ἢ have no doubt the new tech- 
nology that we are approving today 
will significantly redace the pumber 
of car thefts and help citizens to 
sleep more soundly at night,” Aloni 
said. “‘Over 26,000 vehicles were 
stolen in 1994 and I expect the num- 
ber will drop this year." 

Within three months, vehicle 
owners will be able to install a de- 
vice that, when notice of the vehi- 
cle’s theft is reported to the compa- 
ny, will immediately begin 
transmitting the vehicle's exact lo- 
cation. Company trackers on land 
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and in helicopters will search for the 
stolen vehicle. 

The device is smaller than the 
palm of a hand and includes a power 
source that can keep its transmis- 
sions going even 24 hours after a 
vehicle's battery is cut. Tests carried 
our by Cartrack have found that the 
average time needed to find ἃ vehi- 
cle here is 15 minutes, compared to 
90 minutes in larger countries like 
the US and England. The most fam- 


ous case involving such a system 
was a car stolen in Florida and found 
a year later in Colombia. 

‘The ministry studied the matter of 
privacy and solved it by deciding 
that only the owner of the vehicle 
May ask for it to be wacked. The 
system can also be used by fleets of 
commercial vehicles ta supervise 
their tocation during wark. 

The device costs $300, and an 
annual service fee of $100 is 
charged. One can altemately pay 
$600, including installation, for an 
unjimited period of time.

popularity of the Osio agreement among Pales- 
tinians. As one observer put it, a year ago, two 
thirds of the Palestinian population supported 
the accord, now two thirds oppose it. The “πὸ 
show’ committee members obviously prefer 
Not to associate with what a majority of Pales- 
tinians consider a failure. 

Two main reasons are cited for this decline in 
the agreement's popularity. Its implementation 
is way behind ached Israeli withdrawal from 
Arab population centers in Judea and Samaria is 
not being effected: elections for the Palestinian 
governing body are not being held, and no Arab 
prisoners are being released. 

There is also no progress on the economic 
front. On the contrary. A year and a half after 
the famous White House handshake, conditions 
in Gaza are worse than at any time in recent 
memory. Added to the hardships caused by 
local bureaucratic chaos and over 50 percent 
unemployment is the suffering resulting from 
the Israeli-imposed closures following tetrorist 
incidents. 

Even more discouraging to the tens of thou- 
sands of Arabs who have always counted on 
work in Israel is that the Israeli economy seems 
to be adjusting to life without them. They are 
being replaced, permanently, by an ever-grow- 
ing number of foreign workers and immigrants. 

To counter this economic deterioration, the 
government is counting on grants, loans and 
investments by the ‘donor states:”* the industri- 

al countries of the West and Japan, and the oil- 
rich Arab regimes. The assumption is once the 
money begins flowing into the territories and 
the inhabitants’ lot improves, support for the 
process will increase, terrorism will decline if 
not disappear, and peace will reign. 

How much economic conditions affect the 
agreement’s appeal is not at all clear. The belief 
that a higher standard of living will eliminate 
“Islamic fanaticism and anti-Israel passions has 

littie to support it. As a recent Palestinian poll 
shows, the exact opposite is true: the greatest 
hostility for Israel and the most enthusiastic 
support for ‘‘the armed struggle”’ is found in the 
more comfortable professional and middle 
classes, not among refugee-camp dwellers. Of- 
ten ignored, too, is that few societies in the 
world experienced the stunning rise in living 
standards enjoyed by the Palestinians before the 
intifada. It did nothing to ameliorate the hatred. 
The PLO seems to realize this. The Palestin- 
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The PLO campaign 


’ Security Council particularly worrisome is that 
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ian Authority does, of course, bitterly complain 
about unkept promises of aid, and it persistently 
dethands support from anyone willing to listen. 
But despite cries of crisis, it is doing little to 
inspire trust among the donor countries. It is 
neither organizing its government offices nor 
establishing proper oversight procedures to sat- 
isfy international financial institutions. Clearly, 
the Palestinian leadership has few illusions 
about the miraculous effect of economic better- 
ment. Unlike the Israeli government, it does not 
expect the availability of jobs in Gaza to reduce 
Islamic zeal. 

To keep the Oslo agreement alive, which 
among, Palestinians means getting Israel to 
withdraw from Judea and Samaria, the PLO 
prefers to revert to a traditional Arab strategy. 
in Cairo, it decided to appeal to the United 
Nations Security Council and to support the 
move by Jaunching a world-wide campaign to 
blame Israel for the impasse. Since even the 
super-dovish Labor government seems reluc- 
tant to increase the danger of massive terrorist 
strikes by withdrawing from the territories, the 
PLO clearly hopes that international pressure 
will do what direct negotiations cannot.

Indeed, arti- 
cle 15 of the Oslo agreement states that ‘‘Dis- 
putes...shall be resolved by negotiations 
through the Joint Liaison Committee... Disputes 
which cannot be settled by negotiations may be 
resolved by Sareea of conciliation to be 
agreed upon by the parties.” δὴν

Converted, my child still isn’t Jewish’ 


Ὁ years ago, my hus- 
band and I adopted a baby 
girl from Tashkent in Uz- 

bekistan. This week, she and 16 
other children who had been 
adopted abroad were converted 
to Judaism by the Conservative 
Movement at Kibbutz Hanaton. 

Most of us had traveled a long 
way, strewn with obstacles, until 
we could bold our own children in 
our arms, 

But it seems we have longer to 
travel, with more struggle and 

ahead, 


pain 

The Interior Ministry is refus- 
ing to register our children as 
Jews. And even if they do agree, 
the Rabbinate will never secog- 
nize then as Jews. This sets the 


scene for. more obstacles and, 
heartbreak, for us and’ our chil-. 


dren, as they grow up and try to 
marry and have children of their 
own. 


After the years of struggle to 
adopt a child, why this intoler- 
ance? 

Our problems with the estab- 
lishment began four years ago, 
when my husband and 1 turned to 


the Department of Child Welfare 
for help in adopting a child 
abroad. Since | was then 41 and 
the age limit for adopting an in- 
fant in Israel was 40 for a woman 
and 45 for her hasband, the de- 
partment rejected us immediately 
and unconditionally. 

‘We suggested that in a country 
where the Ministry of Health sub- 
sidizes IVF treatment for infertile 
couples wel] past the woman's 
40th birthday, the department 


The response was a ridiculous 
combination of excuses and anec- 
dotes as the department tried to 
explain away its refusal to exam- 


ine each application on ‘its own

Finaily we tumed to the Ἐν 
Court, at which point the depart- 
ment, wishing to avoid a prece- 
dent-setting court case, quickly 
agreed to help us in our effort to 
adopt abroad. But at the same 
time, they lowered the age limit 
of prospective adoptive fathers to 
40 ~ a move which would simply 
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deprive more couples of the op- 
portunity to adopt a child 
officially. 

We finally tumed our backs on 
the child welfare department. 
Through private means, we went 
abroad and returned from Uz-

Yet, in one of those inexplica- 
ble political distortions of the 
Jaw, the Interior Ministry, which 
is prepared to accept Masorti 
conversions performed abroad, 
will not accept such conversions if 
they are done in Israel. 


And the Rabbinate will not 
convert the adopted children of 
couples who do not maintain a 
strictly Orthodox home. The par- 
ents must first prove that their 
home is kosher, and that they 


, observe Shabbat and mitzvot. 


they must promise to send 
the child to ἃ haredi school. 
Surely this is an uncomfortably 
narow, unrealistic and self-righ- 
teous perspective on what it 
Means to create a Jewish home. 
Only in the Jewish state, I sus- 
pect, are the children — albeit 
adopted -- of Jewish parents not 
considered Jewish. 


My husband and I could have 
had our daughter converted 
abroad, then returned to Israel 
and registered her, avoiding any 
confrontation with the establish- 
ment, Why didn’t we? 

‘We have lived in Israe! for over 
10 years. My husband serves in 
the army, and our daughter holds 
an Israeli passport. Why then, we 
thought, should we be forced to 
go abroad to satisfy the demands 
of the Ministry of the Interior at 
home? 

If the ministry refuses to regis- 
ter our children as Jews, we will 
appeal to the court once again, 
with the help of Na‘amat. 

And if we Jose? 

My child will 511}} ποῖ, by any 
yardstick meaningful to me, be 
any less Jewish than 1 am. at 

And if, when the time comes, 
the Rabbinate refuses to marty 
her, I will have no compunction 
in advising her to do what we 
didn’t ~ to go abroad and have 
the ceremony performed there.

The European Union is no model for peace 


FTER the signing of the 

Qslo agreement, the Eu- 

opean Community be- 
came for many, in Istacl and 
abroad, a model for future re- 
cooperation. 
This is a fallacy. Ht may even 
become a stumbling block in cre- 
ating an atmosphere of true rec- 
onciliation between Israe} and its 
neighbors, including the 
Palestinians. 


European ecosiomic integra- 
tion bas been premised on the 
fact that Western European soci- 
eties have achieved a comparable 
level of development over the 
centuries. Since the Industrial 
Revolution, their economic and 
social development has been sim- 
ilar, and their standards of living 
too. They developed similar insti- 
futions of civil society and de- 


When Mediterranean coun- 
fries were added later, this in- 
valved massive subsidies, spread 
over decades, so as to bring 
Spain, Portugal and Greece up to 
the level achieved by the older 
members of the community. The 
emergence of a European com- 
mon market depended on the 
possibility of a horizontal integra- 
tion among eq 

Israel and the Palestinian terri- 
tories are at totally different lev- 
els of economic and socia) devel- 
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opment, and the only kind of 
integration between them would 
be a vertical one, based on’ in- 
equality and domination. 

It would create a veritable 
Bantustan on Israel's doorstep, 
certainly not a recipe for peace, It 
would also perpetuate a structure 
of dependency as developed dur-

cheap, available and non-unjon-

Recent terrorist attacks have 
shown how vulnerable such a 
structure is, and how it deepens 
resentment oo the one hand and 
suspicion on the other. 


GOOD FENCES make good 
neighbors. Both our socicties 
have been traumatized by de~ 
cades of war, and they need time 
off to build their own self-reli- 


ance and internal feeling of secu- 
tity and selfhood. 

Palestinians have to be able to 
develop their society without 
fears of being dependent on a far 
superior Israel; Israclis need to 
be free from the fear that every 
Palestinian worker is a potential 
terrorist. The humiliating yet 
necessary security checks every 
moming at the Erez checkpoint 
are just the scenes on which 
peace and mutual respect will not 
be built. 

There should be as fitde Israeti 
presence — economic as well as 
military -- in the Palestinian terni- 
tories. with as few Pafestinians 
working in Israel as possible as a 
corollary. A clear border -- not 
impenetrable, but necessitating 
passports, visas, working per- 
mits, etc. — should make each 
society more assured within its 
own frontiers. 

Surely the Palestinians need as- 
sistance for economic develop- 
ment. Some of it may come from 
the international community — 
but international aid procedures 
are complex, bureaucratic and 
take time to bear fruit. The PLO 
and the Palestinian Authority 
need cash, and quickly. This 
could - and should ~ come from 
the richer Arab countries like 
Saudi Arabia and the Gulf states. 

These countries have support- 


ed the Palestinians in the past in 
their terror and propaganda ef- 
forts.

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Chechens mark 
deportation 
anniversary 


SLEPTSOVSK, Russia (Reuter) 
- As Russia’s army resumed its 
bombardment of rebe! Chech- 
nya, Moscow marked Soviet 
Army Day yesterday and Che- 
chens commemorated their own 
mass deportation by Soviet au- 
thorities 51 years ago. 

One million Chechens, forced 
into the Russian empire last cen- 
tury after decades of resistance, 
were cleared out of their home- 
fand within 24 hours on February 
23, 1944. Soviet dictator Josef 
Stalin accused them of collabo- 
rating with Nazi Germany. 

Thirteen years later, after Sta- 
lip’s death, those who had sur- 
vived — about 600,000 — were al- 
lowed to return from their exile in 
the frozen steppes of 
Kazakhstan. 

The tiny Mosiem people, now 
again under heavy attack from 
Russian forces since Moscow sent 
troops to crush its latest three- 
year independence bid, is in the 
grip of a legend that it will be 
brought to the brink of extinction 
every half-century. 

‘Deportation by Stalin was 
supposed to be the eighth of the 
nine catastrophes that would dev- 
astate the Chechen people,” said 
Meirbek Magomadov, a Chechen 
businessman living in Mascow. 
““Many people think now that we 
are living through the ninth’. 

Russian troops marched into 
Chechnya on December 11. Since 
then, Russian human rights 
workers opposed to Moscow's of- 


ficial policy say 24,350 civilians 
from the capital Grozny have 
died in a devastating Russian 
bombardment of residential 
districts. 

On the eve of the anniversary, 
Chechnya’s pro-Russian opposi- 
tion leader Umar Avturkhanov 
called on his countrymen to Jay 
down their arms and abandon the 
struggle with Russia, Interfax 
news agency said. 

Amny bosses have been sharply 
criticised for the muddled and 
bloody military campaign against 
the tiny region. In their tura, they 
blame the post-Soviet govern- 
ment for running down the mili- 
tary and starving it of funds. 

President Boris Yeltsin, who 
laid a wreath at Moscow’s Tomb 
of the Unknown Soldier yester- 
day, has promised army reform 
to ensure the woops deal more 
efficiently with any future Che- 
chen-style conflicts. 

Chechen fighters kept the ex- 
superpower army at bay in Groz- 
ny for weeks with only light 
weapons. They only moved out, 
cursing Russia’s refusal to fight at 
close range, once long-range 
Russian shelling had smashed the 
entire city centre. 

After a brief ceasefire last 
week, which began just before 
Yeltsin’s annual address to par- 
liament and ended almost imme- 
diately afterwards, Moscow re- 
sumed heavy shelling of rebel 
fighters and villages close to 
Grozny on Wednesday.

OTTAWA (AP) — After dodging a thomy border- 
crossing dispute, President Clinton plans to shore up 
the world’s Jargest trading partnership during a 
goodwill summit with Prime Minister Jean 
Chretien.

Canada is the largest US trading parmer, with 
more than $250 billion passing back and forth each 
year. The United States buys $14.5 billion more in 
goods and services from Canada than it sells. 

“That’s why this is a good time for the trip, 
because the time to fix the roof is when the sun is 
shining," US Ambassador James Blanchard said. 

Seeing storm clouds rising on the eve of the sum- 
mit, Clinton dumped plans for a mandatory border.

The proposal, included in his new budget, drew 
soposicion from US lawmakers and Canadians and 
was abandoned Wednesday.

AS K ENTERS his post, some of 
the vices of the Shalom regime 
still plague the GSS.

“These examples point to a se- 
rious concern of improper behav- 
ior that has been adopted by the 
GSS,” Zeiler wrote in the Janu- 
ary 19 ruling.

He did not 
distribute patronage, did not have a staff 
anid-did not run an empire. 

Yet when Rabbi Shiomo Zalman Auer- 
bach died this week, a crowd of 300,000 
walked behind his tallit-shrouded body on 

aseven-kilonieter procession from his tick- 

ety-looking, two-room apartment in Jeru- 
salem's Sha’arei Hessed neighborhood to 
the Har Hamenuhot cemetery. 

Thousands of non-Orthodox Jexusale- 
mites caught in the capital’s traffic jams 
during the funeral jon, and hun- 
dreds of thousands of others who saw clips 
of the procession ‘on the evening news, 
must have wondered what it was about this 
man that could trigger such an outpouring 
of affection and emotion. 

Hovaretz columnist Tom Segev, 
moaning the fact that so few secular ἡ Τώρα 


lis were aware of Auerbach, wrote this 
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week: “I would not be surprised if Auer- 
bach had beard of [pop singer] Aviv Ge- 
fen; but I would be if Aviv Gefen 
knew about Auerbach. Aware- 
ness of the existence of tlie great halachic 
arbiters m the haredi world is not included 
in the general knowledge of the ee 
Israeli.” 

But a funeral procession of the size gen- 
erally reserved only for’ presidents, kings 


or totalitarian dictators forced people to , 


take notice. . 

What made the scale of Monday’s pro- 
cession even more impressive Was the real- 
ization that it was for a self-effacing, quiet, 
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’ spiritual man who vigorously shunned the 
ight. 


: “There is an uncanny sense on the part :

In the heterogeneous world of Ortho- 
doxy ~ hassidim, mitnagdim, Sephardim, 
Habadnikim and, Religious Zionists are 
just a few of the different camps — it is 


extremely rare to find one rabbi whose: 


authority is universally accepted. 
“People came to him from all the differ- 

ent communities,” said Kolitz. “They 
would come to ask halachic questions, 
seek advice. look for blessings. And be 
would receive everyone with modesty and 
bumility. He had time for everybody.” 

Auerbach was sought after by rabbis and 
laymen from around the world, Every day. 
at two in the afternoon, people would go to 
his home with halachic questions. He 
earned a reputation as someone with a 
brilliant mind who was able to solve the 
halachic problems caused by advances in 
technology and medicine. 

“He did not adorn himself with rabbinic 
honor,” according to Yitzhak Affasi, a re- 
searcher on haredim and editor of an ency- 
clopedia on hassidism. “δ did not have 
his own synagogue, but prayed in che

He was careful to stay above politics, 
Alfasi said.

Auerbach’s unassailable status in the re- 
ligious community was the result of de- 
cades of answering questions on a myriad 
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a Jewish historian and cougregational rab- 
bi and yeshiva head in Monsey New York. 

“fie was for everybody,” said Wein. 
“He had absolutely no agenda. His agenda 
was the Jewish people, Torah. Gad. And 
people recognized this in him and appreci- 
ated it. Over the decades people got to 
know him, and you would always hear 
people with halachic questions being told, 
“You should go see Rav Shlomo Zalman.‘ 
There was nobody else in the world who 
commanded that type of respect.” 

Nobody could pinpoint when exactly 
Auerbach achieved this status. Some say 
he began being considered the leading ha- 
Jachic figure after the death of Rabbi 
Moshe Feinstein in New York in 1986, 
while others say that his authority was 
established before that. 

According to Wein, Auerbach enjoyed 
the position as “one of the greatest” for 40 
years. “The religious world doesn’t crown 
leaders," he said. “It is a sense of the 
people, an intuition." 

Looking to the future, Wein said that, 
though Averbach’s death left a gaping hole 
in the world of Torah, “the Torah world is 
not dependent on just one person. Now 
there is no Rav Shioma Zalman, but some- 
one will emerge. We don’t know who it is, 
just as 60 years ago they didn’t know who it 
would be.” 


But in the meantime. said Young Isra- 
el’s Gordon, the religious world is stuck. 
“As a rabbi with a halachic ere t 
used to turn to Rabbi {Joseph | Sato- 
veitebik, then Rabbi Feinstein, then Rabbi 
Auerbach. I don’t know whom 1 would 
tum to today.”

MM el-Fahm is the usual 

showcase for the achieve- 

ments of the Islamic 
Movement on the municipal 
level. 

“But if you want to see an 
Arab Savyon, go to Kafr Bar'a,” 
said Dr. Elie Rekhess. of Tel 
Aviv University’s Dayan Center 
for Middie Eastem and African 
Studies. 

Kafr Bar'a is a village of 1.700 
souls in the foothills near Kafr 
Kassem, just east of Petah Tikva. 

Kamel Rayan, 36, has headed 
the loca] council for 11 years. 

The village may not be an exact 
copy of the posh Savyon, but its 
streets are immaculate, many 
homes are ringed by trees and 
gardens. there are many signs of 
successful town planning. and 
there are scores of large, new 
homes being built. 

The money comes primarily 
from the villagers’ income as 
truck owners and earth-moving, 
contractors: formerly, they were 
farmers. 

More impressive than the 
physical achievements is the fact 
that so much has been done hy 
voluntarism and cooperation, or- 
chestrated by Rayan and the Is- 
lamic Movement. 

Young volunteers have laid out 
gardens. paved roads, and built 
retaining walls and playgrounds. 

Voluntary donations, “includ- 
ing gold from our women.” have 
paid for the construction of ἃ 
mosque and a kindergarten-com- 
munity center complex, as well as 
improvements in the local school. 

Such voluntarism is nearly un- 
known in other rivalry-ridden 
Arab villages. 

Rayan noted with satisfaction 
that he was first elected when he 
was in his 20s, after he and his 
wife were fired as teachers be- 
cause of their activities in the Is- 
lamic Movement. He is especially 
proud of the fact that he was 
elected and reelected three 
times, though his clan is the 
smaller of the two in the village. 

Rayan’s pride knows no 
bounds when he trots out the fact 
that in the past 10 years not one 
villager has been associated with 
either drugs or theft. The magni- 
tude. of this achievement is clear . 
wheri one considers the depress- 
ing. statistics on drugs and crime 
in neighboring Arab 
villages.

approve of foreign 2id? 

If you mean foreign assis- 
tance in the form of handouts to 
various nations funded by US 
taxpayers, { do not approve in 
any circumstances. 

_ Do you favor aid to any Middle 
Eastern states? 

I assume you mean Israel and 
Egypt. It seems to me that since 
the Camp David accords were 
signed, it has become common 
currency that the US pay off any 
country willing to make peuce 
with Israel. Does this mean that 
the US taxpayers will be obliged 
to pay off these countries so long 
as they have peace with [sruel? 

The nations of the Middle East 
must make peace with [srael be- 
cause it will benefit therm, not us. 
They cannot win a war against 
Israel; peace will bring the Arab 
States the only victory they have 
had this century. 

{ have long believed that if the 
US is going to give money to 
Israel, it should be paid out of the 
Department of Defense budget. 
My question is this: If Israel did 
not exist, what would US defense 
costs in the Middle East be? Isra- 


el is at least the equivalent of a 
US aircraft carrier in the Middle 
East. Without Israel promoting 
its and America’s common inter- 
ests, we would be badly off 
indeed. 
Should foreign aid continue to 
today’s recipients for decade after 
? 


I have asked Prime Minister 
Rabin, and before him. prime 
minister Shamir, why Israel and 
the US cannot begin consider- 
ation of what happens if and 
when economic assistance from 
the US ends. I don't know how 
many people realize it, but of the 
$1.2 billion in economic assis- 
tance we give Israel. almost all of 
that comes back to the US in the 
form of debt repayment. 

* Remember, we wrote off both 
Egypt's and Jordan's debt. Why 
not Israel's toa? I have proposed 
that in exchange for a gradual 
write-down of that money owed 
us, we agree fo sunset economic 
aid to Israel. Heck. if 1 thought 
Israel's survival depended on that 
aid, it could be another story. But 
the only thing that's really surviv- 
ing is Israel's socialist economy. 

In any case, both prime minis- 


ters shot down my idea because it 
might harm Israel's credit rating. 
1 don’t subscribe to that notion, 
but I want to work with Israel to 
deal with this issue, not against 
Israel. Prime Minister Rabin has 
said he recognizes that the sid 
must slow down: why let that mo- 
ment hit us in the face?

- “Once the Palestinian farmers were depen- 
dent upon the Israeti chemicals, information was 
frestricted, agents encouraged farmers to in- 
crease the use of these chemicals, some of which 
had been banned for domestic use by Israel ... 
Agricultural produce from the West Bank could 
not legally be sold in Israel and could be export- 
ed to other countries only through Israeli deal- 
ers...” 

The truth is that chemicals and modern meth- 
ods have revolutionized agriculture in the terri- 
tories and made it pay handsomely. Working in 
Israel is even more lucrative, which is why many 
Palestinians have indeed left agriculture. 

At one time, Israel tried to protect its farmers 
from cheaper produce from the territories and, 
like every other country, established quotas for 
produce entering the Green Line. They were 
mostly ignored. Now no such quotas exist, Prod- 


ucts from the territories are sold both in Israet 
(to the detriment of Israeli agriculture) and 
abroad (directly, not through Israeli dealers). 
At no time in history have Palestinian farmers 
had it so good.

If the article seems anachronistic, it is because 
it recalls leftist about the colonial 
exploitation of the native masses. Like an appa- 
ratchik of the old school, Gasteyer describes 
Israeli policies as “an Israeli conspiracy against 
the very existence and well-being of the Pales- 
tinian people.” 

Tt makes one wonder if this peace-corps vol- 
unteer (who also served in Mali from 1987 to 
1990) is ἃ throwback leftist ideotogue, or just a 
hopelessly gullible, well-intentioned youth so 
brainwashed by his Palestinian hosts that he is 
afraid to seek easily available information. 

Had he sooght facts, he would have discov- 
ered that before the Zionist era, Palestinian 
agriculture was so primitive that the country 
could never sustain more than 200,000 people. 
Life expectancy before Israeli nile was under 50. 
Under the Jordanians, one third of the Judea- 
Samaria ion and half of Jerusalem's Ar- 
abs left the country. There were no schools of 
higher Jearning and no industry, nor were there 
hundreds of sumptuous Arab villas, many of 
which he can see on his daily trips from Jerusa- 
lem to Bethlehem.

{I went on a-short visit to Mexico to be 

present at the opening of an exhibition 

from the tsfael Museum, “Remnants of the 

Holy tand," at the Central Museum of Mexico 
ity. 

The exhibition turned out to be extremely 
beautiful and a splendid success. 

Al a party given by an old and dear friend, 
Jaime Constantiner, I was reminded of my first 
trip to Mexico in 1947, when I met his father-in- 
law, Elias Souraski, a prominent banker who 
was also the founder of the very advanced He- 
brew school system in Mexico. 

I first made contact with Souraski when I was 
head of the state-to-be's arms-buying mission in 
New York. At the end of 1947, we lacked money 
to buy the very unsophisticated Piper Cub air- 
planes. the only planes available for our nascent 
ais force, for the imminent War of 
Independence. 

So I went to Mexico -- the only country from 
which we could hope to get a foan for such an 
endeavor — fo try to borrow a million dollars to 
buy 20 Piper Cubs. Souraski, one of Mexico's 
leading Jewish figures, was very helpful, as was 
the whole Jewish community. The late Jack 
Kalb, one of our strongest supporters in Mexico. 
contributed the most toward raising the loan. 

The Mexican community consisted of Jews 
from Aleppo and Damascus, and also Ashke- 


A couple of weeks ago, my wife Tamar and 


nazim. The three groups did not speak to each. 


other; certainly intermarriages between them 
were unthinkable. : 

There was some doubt in the minds of our 
potential creditors as to whether the provisional 
government of Israel was capable of repaying 
the loan. And 1 had to deal with the different 
Jewish groups separately. But within 24 hours I 
got the million dollars on terms of repayment in 
three months. 

We bought the planes. dismantled the wings, 
and shipped them disguised as prefabricated 
housing, to hide them from the British who were 
still ruling Palestine. 

We also needed aviation fuel and Mexico was 
the only country prepared to sell to us. The 
conditions were very primitive: I remember 
Souraski’s son standing in seawater up to his 
waist pouring the aviation oil into the hoid of a 
boat we had chartered. The boat eventually 
reached Israel a day before Yom Kippur. Its

importance was such that the Chief Rabbinate 
agreed that the fuel be unloaded and transferred 
to the few planes at our disposal. even though it 
was Yom Kippur. 


1 REPAID the loan on time with money raised 
in the US. Since then, my credibility with the 
Mexican Jewish community, and friendship with 
some remarkable individuals, has only grown. 

Souraski later opened a branch of his mort- 
gage bank in Israel. He helped build the state in 
many other ways, not least in contributing a 
major part of Ichiiov Hospital in Tel Aviv. 

Many others supported Jerusalem. For exam- 
ple the beautiful community center in Neveh 
Ya'acov was recently built by Leon Davidoff 
and Max Shein. 

I still remember the day when a brilliant archi- 
tect, the late Mathias Goeritz, produced the first 
mode! of a community center in Jerusalem. We 
were searching for the funds to build it when a 
young man, Alexander Saltie!, stood up at a 
meeting and offered the million dollars needed. 

At that time, this was a tremendous figure. 
Since then he and his wife Lily have been ex- 
tremely active, and the community center is an 
outstanding architectural monument. 

And how could J not mention many others, 
including Sam Kurian, the Zabludovskys, the 
Trottner family ... } could go on and on.... 

Jaime Constantiner recently went through the 
papers left by Souraski. and during my recent 
visit he gave me copies of early correspondence 
with me. Some of the letters were written in 
1948 on stationery of the provisional govern- 
ment of israel. 


The trip to Mexico brought to mind the 
thought that Israel's relationship with world 
Jewry at different times and in different situa- 
tions is strong and ongoing. When we need the 
Jews of the world, they come through. We are 
part of them and they are part of us. It is a fact 
that should not be overlooked ‘or 
underestimated. 

Recently we have heard voices in Israel saying 
that we do not need the Diaspora, or its money, 
and that Israel is a strong, independent entity. 


Ben-Gurion once said he considered himself a 
Jew first and an Israeli second. I believe that this 
applies to every one of us, and is the foremost 
source of our streagth.

‘Fhis and several other “expla- 
nations” sent in Peres’s name 
have not satisfied the JWV, 
which demands “‘a formal apolo-" 
gy ... to the six million Jews who 
died in the Holocaust and to the 
hundreds of thousands of Ameri- 
can Gentiles and Jews [who] died 
fighting the Japanese in the war 
to secure worid freedom.” 

Bardugo's assistant has just 
told me that Peres stands by the 
statement conveyed by Gur. She 
added: “We're sorry if the JWV 
doesn’t understand the spirit™ of 
Peres‘s statement.

The importance of ‘making a life’

‘HEN it comes to gath- 

ering scientific data, a 

single tiny mistake 
could render an entire experi- 
ment useless. 

All the more so with Torah. If 
but one letter is missing, an entire 
Torah scrofl is invalid. But it's 
not only ietters that matter. 
When the chaster reads from the 
scroll each Shabbat, a mistake in 
the punctuation or vocalization 
wil) necessitate a repetition of the 
word, or even the entire verse. 

What adds to the chanter's 
achievement is the fact that the 
Torah scroll has neither periods, 
commas, quotation marks, nor 
even vowels. We rely on the me- 
sora — the accepted transmission 
of the correct reading. One ex- 
ample of how the slightest change 
affects not only the meaning of 


quoted above would usually 
read: Sheshet ariel = days) 


the active ta’aseh. 

What appears to be a minor 
difference may be the reason for 
a major controversy in the Mish- 


na between the academies of 
Shammai and Hillel on whether a 
“Shabbat clock” is permitted: 

“Beit Shammai says we do not 
soak ink or dyes [on Friday] υὰ- 
fess there is sufficient time for 
them to become completely 
soaked while it is yet day. Beit 
Hillel permits it.” 

The uaderlying principle 
touches on a tool which many 
observant families consider es- 
sential — the Shabbat clock. Jew- 
ish law prohibits operating elec- 
trical devices on the Shabbat. 
based on the biblical admonition: 
“Thou shalt not kindle a fire for 
cause heat or fight, according to 
most interpretations] on the 
Shabbat day.” (Ex. 35:3) But 
would I be permitted to set up an 
electrica} timer on Friday after- 
neon which would cause the 
lights to go on and off at previ- 
ously designated times during 
Shabbat? 

Beit Shammai would say no. 
Even though no human hand ac- 
tually turns on the light, since a 
human set the mechanical pro- 
cess in motion, that’s enough rea- 
son to forbid it. But Beit Hillel, 
which permits initiating an act be- 
fore the Shabbat as long as no 
buman activity is involved on the 
Shabbat itself, would permit the 
Shabbat clock. 


The school founded by Rav 
Haim of Brisk explains the differ- 
ence between Beit Shammai and 
Beit Hillel in terms of the nature 
of Shabbat rest: does the law en- 
join the person or.the object? 
Beit Hillet would argue that it is 
the individual who must rest. If a 
person sets into motion on Friday 
an action which will not involve 
his violating the Shabbat. “it is 
pemnitted. eT ek 

However. according to Beit 
Shammai, the prohibition falls 
not only on the person, but also 
on the object; it too must rest. 
Therefore, it’s not just we Jews 
who are forbidden to perform 
creative activity on the Shabbat: 
our objects must refrain from cre- 
ative activity as well. That's why 
Beit Shammai forbids placing 
wool into a vat on Friday. Even 
though the person does not do 
the physical work himself. it's 
enough that he set in motion the 
forbidden transformation of the 
object on the Shabbat. 

Now, Beit Shammai could very 
well turn to the reading of our 
biblical text to support its posi- 
tion. After all. the mesora insists 
that the proper reading is “Six 
days shail your work be done™ in 
the passive form; you may not 
even set a forbidden creative ac- 
tivity into motion so that it takes 


place on the Shabbat. But how 
then do we decide the law in ac- 
cordance with Beit Hillel? 
According to Rabbi Shlomo 
Ganzfried in Apirion, the passive 
form of the verb must be under- 
stood as ἃ divine guarantee. In 
most major cities in the western 
world, Saturday is the busiest 
shopping day of the week, and all 
too often a person thinks that 
oniy if his business. peniains open 
on the Shabbat -will he succeed. 
Hence the-Torah is informing us 
not τῷ, δῈ concemed about our 
physical sustenance. God prom- 


~ “ises that in six days our work shall 


be done. and we will be able to 
support our families without des- 
ecrating the Shabbat. 

Moreover, the verse in the pas- 
sive form is not a guarantee as 
touch as it is a Divine injunction 
on how a Jew ought to order his 
life. The Almighty is teaching us 
to see to it that all our physical 
creativity be done within six days, 
so that we can devote the seventh 

. to more uniquely human con- 
cers. Only if our work is done 
within the six weekdays will we 
have the requisite Shabbat to give 
to our soul, our family. our com- 
munity and our God. 

A hassidic sage once saw a man 
running very quickly. “Reb 
Yid." he exclaimed, “where are 
you going?” “I’m munning to 
make a living,” he gasped, out of 
breath. “Stop, and perhaps you'll 
make a life.” advised the rabbi.

to show 10 points by bidding two 
clubs. 

When North caised to two n0- 
trump, Lavine bid three, hoping 
his club suit would provide the 
necessary winders. 

Dreyfus led the 10 of spades. 
Lavine won with the ace in dum- 
my, East playing the queen, and 
led a club to the 10, which held. 
Dreyfus ducked the 10 of clubs 
nonchalantly, playing the three. 
This duck was vital. If Dreyfas 
had taken the king, declarer 
would have nine easy tricks: two 
spades, two diamonds and five 
clubs. 

Lavine aow led a diamond to 
Dreyfus's queen and dummy's 
ace. The king of hearts was led, 
Fast winning the ace. 

East continued partner’s suit 
with a low spade and when de- 
clarer ducked, spades were con- 
tinued as East threw the jack of 
spades under the king. 

Declarer cashed two rounds of 
hearts and the king of diamonds. 
Needing two more tricks, he led a 
club toward the South band, 
which still held the ace apd 
gueen. When East followed low, 
deciater had to decide whether to 
finesse. 

Lavine thought back to the bid- 
ding and found a clue: East had 
passed over North's fourth-seat 
one-diamond, opening. Lf East 
held the king-jack of clubs and 
the same hand, wouldn't he have 
made a takeout double? 

On this reasoning, Lavine as- 
sumed East could not hold the 
king of clubs, so he went up with 
the ace and caught Dreyfus's now 
singleton king. 

The queen of clubs was the 
ninth trick and declarer claimed 
his contract. 

Runners-up in che contest were 
Nikolas Bausback of Wuppertal, 
Germany, and Sam-Arne Lind- 
stedt of Eslov, Sweden. Each of 
these contestants received a 
package of bridge books.

This survival instinct boils 
down to three basics - finding 
shelter from the wind and cold, 
staying as dry as possible and 
securing enovgh food to stoke 
their rapid metabolism. 

If there is a choice between 
seeking shelter from the rain or 
wind, most birds will find respite 
from the wind, since the wind- 
chil! factor pushes the tempera- 


ture fee ar sad lower. 

Birds will seek shelter from the 
wind and rain any place they can 
- eaves of houses, abandoned 
buildings, walls and even hedges. 

A severe winter storm tums 
the abandoned bara on ἃ neigh- 
bor's property into a well popu- 
lated aviary. Many birds manage 
to find shelter in small nooks un- 
der eaves and even clefts in stony 
walls and ridges.

ON KAUAI, 1 stayed happily at 
the Hanalei Bay Resort, which 
was rich in tennis courts. immac- 
ulately landscaped, featured taro 
pancakes on the breakfast menu 
and had just reopened after be- 
lated burricane repairs. When [I 
had a chance, however, I headed 
down the hill to investigate the 
lavish Princeville Hotel. 

That resort. on bluffs over 
Hanalei Bay, was renovated in 
1991 into one of the most formal 
settings in the islands, with classi- 
cal music in the lobby and em- 
ployces in suits and ties. Then 
camt Hurricane Iniki in 1992 and 
some rethinking on the part of 
the hotel's Japanese owners and 
its ITT Sheraton management. 
When the hotel reopened in Oc- 
tober 1993 the idea was to take 
on a more Hawaiian profile — 
more aloha shirts and muumuus, 
fess formality. 

When I got there, the lobby 
gleamed with black and white mar- 
ble. the was lined with 
bookshelves and full of classic Eu- 
ropean furnishings, and a gold- 
timmed piano from Paris stood 
next to the dining-room entrance. 
Room rates began at $225.

The most far-flung stop on my 
Hawaliana itinerary was Hana, 
an idyllic town on Maui. 

To reach Hana by car you must 
navigate the 80-odd narrow and 
winding kilometers of the Hana 
Highway, a journey that takes 
three hours or more. Driving the 
highway, I had that pleasant 
sense of trading mass commer- 
cialism for a world where coconut 
meat is peddled in driveways and 
waterfalls roar at every turn. 

Reaching Hana, you find that 
the 66-acre Hotel Hana-Maui and 
the 4,700-acre Hana cattle ranch 
are the center of virtually every- 
thing. The hotel was built, with 10 
rooms and a different name, in 
1946, when ranch owner and 
mainiand businessman Pau! Fagan 
imported bis minor league base- 
ball téam, the San Francisco Seals, 
to spend their spring training in 
Hana. Sportswriters followed, as 
Fagan knew they would. One of 
them labeled the place “Heavenly 
Hana.” and the exclusive resort 
was off and running. 

Ownership has changed since 
then ~ the management is now 
the Sheraton -- and a $24 million 
renovation in 1989 pushed the 
size of the hotel up to 96 roams 
and suites, many dressed up with 
hardwood floors, skylights and 
blankets of merino wool, woven 
in England.

HAT do you do if 
Wieee walking along 
and find an ancient 


coin? According to Miki Wais- 
man, you should note the exact 
spot you found it and tum it in to 
the Antiquities Authority. 

Waisman, the director of the 
Jerusalem Archeological Center, 
says Israelis can be taught not to 
go on amateur expeditions and 
gather private collections just as 
they were taught not to pick wild 
flowers, He admits that much of 
the vandalism at ancient sites is 
the work of those who sell what 
they find, but he says even that 
can be stopped if people become 
convinced that it is their civic 
duty to report such marauders. 

Waisman, an expert in prehis- 
toric archeology, is walking at Tel 
Azeka. a site near the Ayalon 
Valley, when he comes across 
what appears to be an enormous 
stone hand axe. Waisman takes 
the object for further study, after 
marking the location with a felt- 
tip pen, but he insists that if it 
were not of scientific interest to 
him, he would return it. 

“If 1 don’t catalog it, I'll bring 
it right back here,” he says. 

The tell overlooks the Jerusa- 
fem-Beit Guvrin Highway. There 
is no sign on the highway identi- 
fying it. The dirt road which leads 
up to it is the first on the right as 
one drives south from the Ayalon 
junction. 

The site is mentioned in Josh- 
ua, In Jeremiah we read that 
Rehoboam fortified it against the 
Babylonians. 

It is best known, however. be- 
cause Yigae! Yadin found an os- 
tracon -- a pottery shard bearing, 
an inscription -- at Tel Lachish in 
which the writer says he cannot 
see the beacon of Azeka. Ac- 
cording to Yadin, the message is 
one of despair, written after the 
Babylonians had captured 
Azeka, Since the site has not 
been excavated, the casual visitor 
can only gaze over the valley. site 
of the battle between David and 
Goliath, and perhaps look for, 
and then put back, interesting 
pottery shards. 


Near the crest of the hill is a 
cave used by the Jews during the 
revolt against the Romans. Since 
the passageways are complex and 
could be dangerous, the cave 
should not be explored without a 
guide who knows it well. 

There is no such problem. 
however, with a similar cave, also 
apparently inhabited during the 
Jewish revolt, at Tell Judeideh, a 
site six kilometers south of the 
entrance to Tel Azeka. A small 
wooden sign identifies it at the 
side of the road, where the shoul- 
der is wide enough for cars to 
park. There is a path to the cave. 
located on the hillside. 

Here, with the aid of a flash- 
light, any amateur willing to 
crawi along on hands and knees 
and belly can easily enter the 
cave. Even an overweight, mid- 
dle-aged restaurant critic found it 
not unduly difficult. Once inside. 
one can see a complete ano 2]- 
most perfectly preserved colum- 
barium, where pigeons were 
raised. Such ancient pigeon cotes 
are quite common in the Judean 
Hills. They undoubtedly provid- 
ed doves for sacrifice in the Tem- 
ple, but apparently even more 
important economically was the 
use of their droppings for 
fertilizer. 

For those who want to see yet 
another cave, there are the re- 
mains of a once magnificent tomh 
at Horvat Midras (Hirbet Drusiya 
or Drusa), on the other side of the 
road, about midway berween the 
two sites. On the outside, one can 
admire the exquisite stonework 
and an intact rolling stone door, 
such as that mentioned in the New 
Testament. 

Inside, however, is a depress- 
ing view. The stone coffins that 
Once stood on the carefully cut

Bamba a hit in England 
— with the hospitals 


T'S good, it's Osem: that's 
7 the jingle goes. but it has 

not been that way in Britain 
recently. [ἢ fact, for a major food 
manufacturer. the past two 
weeks bear the hallmarks of 2 
full-blown nightmare. 

Osem’s problems started on 
February 9 when its London of- 
fice was alerted to the fact that six 
children at a Jewish school in 
Leeds had developed stomach 
pains and diarrhea after eating 
Bamba, one of Osem’s most fam- 
ous products. 

The company immediately 
withdrew the 9,000 remaining 
packets of the suspect “End of 
April 1995" batch from its 47 out- 
lets to be tested by inspectors 
from the British Department of 
Health and by its own food tech- 
nologists. 

By then, however, most of the 
batch had been sold and a further 
30 Bamba-related cases of food 
poisoning, with effects lasting 
two to fou days, were reported 
from predominantly Jewish areas 
in other parts of the country. 

Tests conducted on the peanut- 
flavored puffed-com snack re- 
vealed tht “a few” ofithe’ other 
Bamba packets from the batch | 
were contaminated, π΄ 

Osem’s British managing di- 
rector Giora Zucker is relieved 
that extensive tests conducted in 
the subsequent “End of May 
1995" batch, currently on sale in 
the stores, were cleared by De- 
partment of Health inspections. 

He declares himself profound- 
ly mystified by the episode. 
Zucker does not argue with the 
general conclusion that the 
Bamba was contaminated, but he 
is puzzled about how, why and 
where the contamination 
occurred.

In reaction to Levit's decision,

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increased its bid by $9m. The 
company proposes purchasing 
Rams’ assets and its business for 
$45m. 

The Rubi Asa group has asked 
to purchase Ram [ndustries for 
$54m. in the framework of a 
creditors agreement, based on re- 
payment of the company’s debts 
to creditors. The group has also 
submitted a bid to buy the com- 
pany's assets for $48m., on the 
assumption that the court may 
reject the creditors agreement. 

The Rubi Asa consortium is 
made up of Asa, Italian steel 
magnate Andrea Pitini, Swiss in- 
vestment company Intradev, and 
Prof. Nissim Aranya.

NEW YORK (AP) -- Greg Lou- 
panis, the only man to sweep div- 
ing gold medals at consecutive 
Olympics, disclosed he was in- 
fected with the AIDS virus when 
he hit his head during the 1988 
Summer Games and bled into the 
pool, 

Louganis, in an interview with 
ABC News 20-20 to be televised 
today, also said his wound was 
stitched by a doctor who didn’t 
know his condition and didn’t 
wear gloves, 

In tanscripis of the interview 
released Wednesday, Louganis, 
35, said be tested positive for the 
HIV virus just before the 1988 
Games in Seoul and that it bas

He took diving to 
new level of greatness 


NEW YORK (AP) — In diving, 
there were two eras: Before Greg 
and After Greg. 

After was definitely better. 

Greg Longanis, who absorbed 
taunts as a kid for the tone of his 
skin and had to deal with dyslex- 
ia, sexual confusion and an abu- 
sive homelife, found refuge in the 
grace and power of his sport, and 
took it to heights never seen 
before. 

Maybe never again. His dives 
cut the water like a jet-propelled 
knife, leaving barely a ripple but 
touching all who watched. 

“I've never seen anyone come 
close to what he did,"" said Steve 
McFarland, president of US Div- 
ing and one of Louganis’ former 
coaches. 

Louganis was the only man to 
sweep the diving gold medals in 
two consecutive Olympics. But 
those championships in 1984 and 
‘88 were only part of the story. 

He became the first diver ever 
to top the 700 barrier in platform, 
with a 710.91 to win a the 1984 
Los Angeles Olympics. 

He was the only diver to score 
consecutive perfect 10s in an in- 
ternational competition. He also 
held three world championships, 
three Pan American champion- 
ships and 48 national titles at one 
point. 

Born on Janusry 29, 1960, 
Louganis was adopted shortly af- 
ter birth and raised in ἘΠ Cajon, 
California. He was enrolled in 
dance, gymnastics and acrobatic 
classes as a child but bad knees 
forced him to give up those 
activities, 


Αἱ age 12, ἃ year after scoring a 
perfect 10 in the AAU Junior 
Olympics, he began concentrat- 
ing on diving. ‘‘That's when my 
diving career really kind of shot 
through the roof,’* he said. 

Sammy Lee, an Olympic 
gold medalist, began coaching 
Lovganis and took bim to the 
Montreal Olympics in 1976. 

He quickly developed into the 
premier diver ia the country, win- 
ning a score of national titles first 
at the University of Miami and 
then at the University of Califor- 
nia-Irvine. 

He was a member of the 1980 
Olympic team but missed his op- 
portunity at more medals when 
the US boycotted the Games in 
Moscow. By 1984, he was the 
best in the world. 

Troubled at grade school by 
classmates badgering him about 
his Samoan skin and unable to 
deal with lessons because of undi- 
agnosed dyslexia, Louganis bat- 
ued depression and tried three 
times to commit suicide. 

In 1976, he accepted what he 
bad long suspected -- he was 
homosexual. : 

Ia college, Louganis majored 
in drama and he did some theater 
work after retiring from diving. 
He was asked to:compare the two 
activities, 

“It’s the same kind of butter- 
flies and the same kind of ener- 
gy,” he said, “Τῆς thing about 8 
play is that you're supported by 
the other actors. Diving is solo. 
You work closely with your coa- 
ch, but ultimately you have to do 
the dives.”’

FORMER Histadrut secretary-ger- 
eral Haim Haberfeld and his former 
campaign chairwoman, Deputy ἴπ- 
terior and Trade Minister Masha Lu- 
belsky, were both interrogated re- 
cently in the Histadrot treasury fraud 
case, it was revealed yesterday. 

Former Labor Party Treasurer 
Moshe Cohen was also questioned 
in connection with the case by the 
National Fraud Squad, police said. 

Police are imvestigating suspi- 
cions that NIS 600,000 were trans- 
ferred illegally from the Histadrut to 
an investigation agency, following ἃ 
complaint by MK Ya’acov Shamai, 
head of the Histadrut’s Likud fac- 
tion, that ‘‘secret funds’’ were used 
to funnel Histadrot money to the 
Labor Party while it ran the 
organization. 

A senior police source said all 
three, as well as a half-dozen Hista- 
drut officials, were questioned as 
suspects, and not, as several main- 
tained, simply to help police with 
the case. 

“We are in the thick of the inves- 
tigation at this point,"' said a senior 
police source, ‘*It’s too early to say 
who wil! be prosecuted, but we have 
already uncovered some interesting 
information about the running of the 
Histadrut,"” the source said. 

Lubelsky and Cohen were inter- 
rogated Wednesday, Haberfeld last 
week, 

Police last week also raided the 
offices of the Histadrut finance de- 
partment in Tel Aviv and took docu- 
ments connected with the case. 

Lubelsky said yesterday she had 
no knowledge of the NIS 600,000, 
and that financing the Histadrut's 
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election campaign was the resporsi- 
bility of Labor Party Secretary-Gea- 
eral Nissim Zvilli and Cohen. 

She told police she “‘could not be 
held responsible for checks issued 
by the Histadrut executive.’ 

Regarding some of the checks, 
Lubelsky said, ‘We hired the Gama 
security service and paid them 
NIS $4,000 from our security bud- 
get, which had been approved as 
part of the campaign budget ... 

“The police should question 
whoever signed the checks that were 
illegally issued. I worked according 
to the campaign budget and am re- 
spousible for every agora which 
came out of the campaign headquar- 
1615, Lubelsky said. 

“*The party takes a loan to finance 
the campaign budget. Zvilli and Co- 
hen are responsible for that. Theo 
the budget was approved by the par- 
ty Political Bureau’s secretariat,” 
she said, pointing out that the party 
treqsury conducted a daily audit of 
campaign expenses. 

Lubelsky was asked whether the 
police investigation had any connec- 
tion to another complaint made by 
Shamai that his campaign telephone 
lines had been tapped during the 
elections. She denied knowing any- 
thing about that.
